““AS CERTAIN AS DEATH” 


HE median tax load per family in cities of the United States continued 
aT the climb in 1961 that it began in 1945. At that time the median tax load 

per family was only $110.10. It is now $304.71. This is an increase of 
176 percent in 16 years. 


The charts on the following pages show the average tax load per family for 
each of 94 cities charted from 1928 to the present. On the last page of the re- 
port the cities are ranked on the basis of the final tax data for 1960. Figures 
for 1961 are not available at the present time in 43 cities, but the cities on 
which figures are available are shown in the table. 


Birmingham, Alabama, has the lowest average real estate tax load per 
family of any of the cities in the United States; Boston, Massachusetts, has 
the highest. In most cities the average tax load advanced during the past year. 


As a general thing, older, matured cities of rather large size tend to have 
higher tax loads than younger, smaller cities.
